This would give 
Kansas City and St. Joseph another 
St. Louis connection, also the inter­ 
mediate towns en route. 
“ For some lime Judge H u m p h ­ 
rey, formerly of this city, for eight 
years chairman of the state board 
o f railroad commissioners of K a n ­ 
sas, 4ias been in Sedalia, where he 
is now located, looking after the 
right of way and other matters c o n ­ 
nected with the contemplated e x ­ 
tension.

Buftalo 
Bill, wh ose Wild West 
sh ow comes to Sedalia tomorrow, 
was boru fifty-nine years ago in 
Scott county, la. 
He was reared 
in Atch ison county, Kas., and th e 
old Cody h omestead th ere is now 
owned by \Vm. Lacoitle, a neigh ­ 
boring farmer. 
Th e original log 
cabin, buill in th e early days, was 
burned a few years ago. 
Th e fam­ 
ily lived at Weston, Mo., before go­ 
ing into 
Kansas. 
Th is is wh at 
caused Cody to become a scout: 
His fath er, Isaac Cody, was a fear­ 
less, free state man, and made a 
speech in a pro slavery crowd at 
Kickapoo. 
A border ruffian th en 
stabbed h im with a knife, inflicting 
a fatal wound. 
Bdiy, th en a mere 
boy, took up h is fath er's cause and 
started after th e assassin. 
A vigi­ 
lance committee, h owever,got th ere 
ah ead of h im and strung th e mur­ 
derer up. 
Cody th en drifted ivest, 
landing at Ellsworth , 
He soon got a contract to furnish 
buffalo 
meat to th e 
h otelkeepers 
th ere. 
He did not kill many of th e 
animals h imself, but 
managed to 
furnish all th e 
dead buffaloes re- 
quired. 
Th e job was such an odd 
one th at 
a newspaper correspond­ 
ent th ere ch ristened 
h im “ Buffalo 
Bill." 
He did not like th e title a 
bit and wanted 
to wh ip th e news­ 
paper man. 
Wh en 
a couple of 
town loafers applied it to h im after­ 
wards, Cody winced under wh at h e 
considered a derisive epith et, and 
didn’t feel satisfied until h e wh ipped 
th e loafers. 
He finally got used to 
th e sobriquet, and it h as since ma- 
ir rially 
enabled h im to amass a 
turtune. 
Th ere is anoth er story to th e ef­ 
fect th at h e obtained th e title wh ile 
Goddard Bros, 
h ad 
th e contract 
for furnish ing meat to th e men wh o 
w^ere th en building th e Kansas Pa­ 
cific railway across th e plains. Sup­ 
plies could not be secured from th e 
east fast enough , 
and * so a large 
number of buffaloes were killed. 
Th e work was h ard and dangerous, 
and 
Cody was h ired at S400 a 
month . 
Wh en h e 
succeeded 
in 
bringing in 
th e 4.000th buffalo th e 
railroad laborers of Salina gave a 
great ch eer and ch ristened 
h im 
“ Buffalo Bill.” 
He afterwards h ad 
a buffalo sh ooting contest with h is 
rival, Billy Comstock, killing aixty- 
nine to Comstock's forty-six. 
Cody,h owever, made h is first real 
killing wh en h e was only 20 years 
old, h is victim being an Indian. 
Cody was th en with a freigh t train 
conveying cattle to Albert Sidney 
Joh nson's army in Utah . 
Th is was 
during 
th e 
Mormon 
excitement 
sh ortly before th e civil war. 
Cody went to St. Louis early in 
18 65. 
A few month s later h e met 
and fell in love with Miss Louisa 
Frederici th ere, and not long after­ 
ward th ey were married. 
He swore 
off th en on h is nomadic life and be­ 
gan keeping a h otel and prospered. 
His old roving instincts soon r e ­ 
turned, h owever, and h e went on 
th e frontier again. 
His career as 
ch ief of scouts with Sh eridan,Custer 
and oth ers is familiar h istory. 
On January 
I I , 18 72, th e Grand 
Duke Alexis of Russia with h is 
royal retinue arrived at Kansas City 
in a special train over th e Wabash . 
As a compliment to th e duke a fast 
run was arranged 
and a special 
train card was prepared, wh ich was 
decorated with tfie royal Russian 
seal and 
was 
h igh ly 
elaborate. 
Henry Garland, 
of th e Wabash , 
h as one of th e 
souvenir cards 
framed and h ung up in 
hi 
s office. 
“ Buffalo Bill” met th e royal visitors 
th ere and went out west with th em, 
wh ere h e taugh t Alexis h ow to 
sh oot buftalo. 
Th e grand duke was 
h igh ly elated wh en h e brough t 4own 
h is first sh aggy animal. 
Th is is h ow Cody came to go on 
th e stage: 
He was in New York in 
th e fall of 18 72. 
One evening h e 
dropped into a 
Bowery 
th eater. 
Th e bill board was labeled, “ J. B. 
Studley in His Great Impersona­ 
tion of Buftalo Bill, th e Scout of 
th e 
Plains.” 
Cody 
was amused, 
but interested. 
It was a blood and 
th under drama, and h e saw a very 
poor likeness of h imself by a very 
fair actor. Th e audience was h igh ly 
enth usiastic and so 
Cody th ough t 
th at if the imitation was so success­ 
ful the original would be able “ to 
turn the people away.” 
His pres­ 
ence was soon detected and the au- 


dience insisted on h is going on th e 
stage and making a speecn. 
It was 
not a great piece of oratory,but th e 
incident was th e making of Cody 
th eatrically. 
Th e next day h e ob­ 
tained a star engagement at a big 
salary. 
Th e combination th at soon 
started 
out 
included 
“ Texas 
Jack,” wh o now sleeps in Ever­ 
green 
cemetery 
at 
Leadville, 
as leading 
man. 
In 
th e 
com ­ 
pany 
also 
was 
“ Wild 
Bill,” 
wh o was a well known ch aracter 
h ere in th e early '70s. 
“ Wild Bill” 
only stayed with th e troupe a few 
month s. 
Wh at disgusted h in^ was 
th e “ property” wh isky th at h e h ad 
to drink during th e play, it being 
so weak as to suggest cold tea. Th is 
was in th e winter of 18 73-4. Wh en 
th e sh ow reach ed Kansas City J. B. 
Hickox ( “ Wild Bill”) arrived at th e 
parting of th e ways. 
During th e 
second week h e drank th e “ proper­ 
ty” wh isky with a snort of disgust 
and sh outed, to th e deligh t of th e 
audience, “ Cody, you must th ink I 
am th e worst fool east of th e Rock­ 
ies to imagine I can't tell th is d—d 
rot from wh isky. 
Get me th e real 
stuff or I won't go on with th e act!” 
Cody did so, but “ Wild Bill” h ad 
h is blood up and deserted th e troupe 
during th e th ird act, telling th e 
stage carpenter to “ inform Cody th e 
long-h aired gentleman wh o just went 
out 
tendered h is kindest regards 
and said for h im to go to th under 
with h is old sh ow.” 
“ Wild Bill” 
th en went up to 
Major Sh owers' 
faro bank, just above th e old city 
h all, 
and 
spent th e rest of th e 
'evening with th e tiger. 
Some years afterward, 
“ Buffalo 
Bill” was elected a justice of th e 
peace in Nebraska,and subsequently 
a member of th e legislature. 
He 
was also a prominent officer of th e 
National Guard of Nebraska. 
He 
leads a quiet domestic life and is 
said to be quite wealth y. 
In an article on th e “ Overland 
Mail Route” in 
th e Cosmopolitan 
Magazine last April, ex Postmaster 
General T. 
L. James paid 
th is 
tribute to h im: 
“ ‘Buffalo Bill,' 
wh en a bov, was a pony express 
rider. 
His route was from Red 
Buttes, on th e North Platte, to th e 
Th ree 
Crossings, 
on 
th e 
iSweet 
water, 
a distance 
of seventy-six 
miles. 
Once, on arriving at th e 
end of h is route, h e found th at h is 
successor was dead drunk. 
Th e 
successor's 
route 
was eigh ty-five 
miles long. 
‘Bill' at once mounted 
h is pony and dash ed off, accom­ 
plish ing th e round trip of 322 miles 
with out an h our's rest. Th at is said 
to h ave been th e longest ride in th e 
annals of th e pony express com­ 
pany.”

u a r i was located at Jeffer son City

por tation of fr eight and passenger s, 
save and except the ox-team and 
the lynch-pin wagon, 
no r ailr oads in the 
time. 
The commissioner s who 
located 
the seat of gover nment m this state 
knew nothing of the gr eat pr air ies 
of 
Wester n 
Missour i, nor of the 
wonder ful pr oductiveness. 
A t that time ther e was no popula­ 
tion west of Jeffer son City. 
The state of Missour i is now the 
fifth state in the union; thir d^as 
having the thir d lar gest city in the 
union.

They ar e super ior 
to the combined r esour ces of the 
five states that lie adjacent to her 
bor der s. 
Each of these states, to wit: K an ­ 
sas, Nebr aska, Iowa, 
Illinois and 
Ar kansas, have 
beautiful 
capital 
cities. While those states combined 
in their natur al r esour ces ar e infe­ 
r ior to our s, yet our capital city is 
infer ior to each of their s. 
This is simply a business ques­ 
tion, not a political one. 
The gr eat state of Missour i is en­ 
titled to a capital city by which 
visitor s may fair ly judge the wealth, 
intelligence and pr ogr essiveness of 
the state. 
Jeffer son City is fully loo year s 
behind the state of Missour i. 
It 
has not as many in population now 
as it had near ly a half a centur y 
ago, excepting the ihmates of the 
penitentiar y. 
Wher e could ther e be found five 
commissioner s who would at this 
d ay locate the capital of this gr eat 
state at Jeffer son City? 
Sedalia is a 
beautiful, moder n 
city of 20,000 population, built up 
by the enter pr ise and snap of her 
thr ifty 
citizens, 
with 
beautifully 
paved str eets, 
moder n 
and lofty 
buildings. 
It has seven 
lines 
of 
r ailr oad 
r unning out of it in differ ent dir ec­ 
tions, ther eby making it the most 
accessible city in the state fr om all 
par ts, and to all people in the state. 
Sedalia offer s to build the capitol, 
supr eme cour t and ar mor y buildings 
and gover nor ’s mansion and make 
the people of the state a pr esent of 
them. 
If they do not accept this 
they must go down in their pockets 
to the amount of fully $400,000 to 
r epair and r emodel the old build 
iiigs. 
Ever y dollar expended in building 
the new buildings at Sedalia will go 
into the hands of honest labor er s of 
the stale— not the pauper convict 
labor . 
The r emoval of the seat of gov­ 
er nment fr om Jeffer son City to Se­ 
dalia will not only put millions of 
dollar s into the hands of the labor ­ 
er s of the state, but it will attr act 
millions of dollar s of investments 
fr om outside of this state her e, that 
will 
become 
par t of the 
taxable 
wealth of this state, and ther eby 
benefit ever y man, woman or child 
in the state. 
It will give to the 
gr eat state of Missour i a new impe­ 
tus in her pr ogr ess.

Development o f the Resources o f the 
C z a r’s Em pire. 
in a material sense, Russia is the 
United States of Europe; that is to 
say, her territorial extent and the 
primeval condition of much of that 
territory is comparable with 
the 
corresponding 
attributes 
of 
the 
United Sta tes among the nations of 
the western hemisphere. 
The age 
of industrial Russia does not differ 
much from that of the United States. 
During the industrial epoch, which 
may be taken as from the close of 
the Napoleon 
wars, both nations 
have had an amount of fighting not 
very unequal. 
The material growth 
of the United States has been due 
primarily to the subjugation of the 
west to the uses of man, with inci­ 
dental 
development 
of 
machine 
activity, mainly in the east, but to 
a material extent in the west also. 
The era especially connected with 
the building of the Pacific railroads 
set in for Russia some years later. 
In this country it closed several 
years ago; for Russia it is still in prog­ 
ress—its especial feature being the 
construction of the transasiatic line 
still in progress. 
Since the Caucasus was crossed 
the policy of Russian development 
has seemed as if consciously modeled 
on that of the United States, 
so 
close has 
been the parallel. 
The 
first attention has been given to the 
development of agriculture, to which 
in all of its forms every encourage­ 
ment has been extended. 
Money 
lent a t low interest, low 
freight 
charges on Asiatic products, com­ 
bined with state aid and bounties, 
are producing their designed effect 
in an expanding cotton product. 
Russia’s oil wells divide with the 
American the empire of the world. 
Home manufacture in every depart­ 
ment is systQmatically 
supported. 
An adjustment of the foreign ex­ 
changes was long since reached, and 
is maintained by the high order of 
trained intelligence that has guided 
Russian finance. 
Commanding re­ 
sources like these, the late Prince 
Lobanoff was able to feel with Span­ 
ish Philip: “Time and I are a match 
for any other two.” 
The part of 
diplomacy has been the single one of 
holding down with 
strong 
hand 
whatever might threaten from with­ 
out to disturb the mighty march 
tha t was in progress within. 
This 
problem is the one that Lobanoff be­ 
queaths to his successor.—N. Y. Sun. 


SCIENTIFIC STUDIES. 


‘CHRIST’S WORKERS’ 


The Se cond Da y’s Se ssion of the 
Synod of Missouri. 


THE PROGRAM PRESENTED 


The Home Missionar y . Society Will 
Conclude Its Labor s and Ad- 
Jonr n This Evening. 


B e gin n in g o f Th is Im portant Branch 
o f the C o lle gs Course. 
The modern plan of 
instruction 
offered by the University of North 
Carolina more than 1 0 0 years ago 
was the work of a comniittee of six. 
Two of this c.ommittee were gradu­ 
ates of Princeton, one a graduate 
and ex-professor of the University 
of Pennsylvania, two had been stu­ 
dents of Harvard, but their educa­ 
tion a t Cambridge had been inter­ 
rupted by the revolutionary 
war, 
and the sixth was an eminent law­ 
yer. 
The names of these men were 
Samuel 
McCorkie, 
David 
Stone, 
Alfred Moore, Samuel Ashe, Hugh 
Williamson and 
John Haj\ 
The 
course planned by this committee in 
1792 gave great prominence to the 
scientific studies, 
especially those 
which could be applied to the arts. 
The report further recommended the 
purchase of apparatus for experi­ 
mental philosophy and astronomy, 
in which must be included a set of 
globes, 
barometer, 
thermometer, 
microscope, 
telescope, 
quadrant, 
prismatic glass, electrical machine 
and an air-pump. 
The ancient clas­ 
sics were made elective, the degree 
of Bachelor of Arts being obtain­ 
able without the study of either 
La tin or Greek. 
In 1800, however, 
Latin was made a required study, 
and an 
election allowed between 
French and Greek; and in 
1801 
Greek was added to the required 
studies. 
It is remarkable that this 
scheme, adopted in 1792, is almost 
identical with that adopted by con­ 
gress for the colleges to be formed 
under what is known as the agricul­ 
tural and mechanical college land 
a ct of 1862. 
But its interest for us 
to-day lies in the fact that it led to 
the establishment of the first astro­ 
nomical observatory in the United 
States, to the first geological sur­ 
vey by public authority in America, 
and to the first equipment for the 
teaching of electricity.—Prof. Col­ 
lier Cobb, 
in Appleton s’ Popular 
Science Monthly.

The fishermen usually fear it, and 
believe it to b e venomous. 
On the 
contrary , it is wholly harmless, and 
it is Qoub tful if it can b e provoked 
into b iting. . It certainly is not 
poisonous. 
This animal lives perhaps wholly 
in the w ater of rivers, ponds and 
lakes. 
Then it conceals itself, at 
least during the day, under stones 
, and other ob jects. 
Out of such 
durking places it protrudes its head 
a^d watches for its pre/. 
The gills, 
which are of a b eautiful scarlet 
color, are kept waving to and fro in 
the water. A t night it prowls ab out 
seeking for food. 
It will prob ab ly 
eat any living thing which it can 
swallow, fishes, frogs and snails.

sometimes devours large quantities 
of the spawn of fishes.

The members of the Laundrymen’s 
union arrange so as to divide the 
territory 
for 
location 
of 
their 
laundries and for business. 
In San 
Francisco the laundries in that part 
of the city which the Chinese call 
“ Spauishtown” will not.com e into 
the city proper to get customers, nor 
those in 
the city proper 
go to 
“ SpaiTish-town” for their business. 
Til us they divide the territory for 
business. 
The division of territory for the lo­ 
cation of their shops is the most 
curious thing to one who is unac­ 
customed to the Chinese way of con­ 
ducting 
business. 
The rules by 
which locations are made lawful in 
the eyi's of the union are elaborately 
written in the constitution and by­ 
laws. 
A laundry must be situated 
so that there shall bo ten doors be­ 
tween it and any other laundry.

The first method is the most com­ 
mon and the least satisfactory, be­ 
cause we may be morally certain 
that -we are reading' it pretty badly. 
Besides, readlia<j in silence is unso­ 
cial, a little selfish and not always 
fair to the poet or ourselves. 
Read­ 
ing in silence misses half the charm 
of reading. 
It is not easy to carry 
the cadence, rhythm and musical 
form of the poem in the mind. 
Just 
try it. 
Read any good poem for the 
first time to yourself and then listen 
to the same poem read or recited 
aloud by a trained reader. 
Now it’s 
quite another thing. 
Now to the 
thought we add the sound of the 
rhyme, the swing of the rhythm, all 
the music of the words, and all the 
charm of a beautiful voice. 
Besides 
all 
this, 
the reader may 
give a 
wholly new meaning to the words 
and thus add something to the poem 
we might never have found alone. 
A s well look over the notes of a 
song and try to imagine how they 
will sound 
as to read always in 
silence.— Chautauquaii.

CAPITAL REMOVAL. 


A Strong Arg ument from a Member of 
the Leg islature. 


Hon. Samuel J. Melson, a mem­ 
ber of the last g eneral assembly of 
Missouri, writes to the New London, 
Ralls county, Record, the following 
unanswerable arg ument in favor of 
removing the cap ital from Jefferson 
City to Sedalia: 


M o n r o e Ci t y , Oct. 
12.-— Editor 
Record: 
As the election is draw­ 
ing near, as the minds of the voters 
seem to be directed nearly altog eth­ 
er up on the financial question, I 
feel it my duty to call attention to 
the bill p roviding for a constitu­ 
tional amendment to move the state 
cap ital, and I believe it to be the 
duty of every newsp ap er in the state 
to g et the sessionacts and p ublish a 
cop y of the bill, 
so 
that the 
voters may see what the bill p ro­ 
vides and vote to their best inter­ 
ests, and not for the interest of Jef­ 
ferson City or Sedalia. 
Now, the 
facts are, we are comp elled to have 
new cap ital building s within the 
next five years, and if we can have 
it built in a better location, easier 
of access and as centrally located, 
without costing the taxp ayers a cent 
(as the bill p rovides) why not accep t 
this chance? 
All this stuff as to 
the Board of Trade at Sedalia and 
the Jefferson City Tribune in offer­ 
ing to p ay newsp ap ers and buy out 
the editors is simp ly disg usting . 
Let the taxp ayers read the bill, 
keep it before them and let them 
decide from that alone. 
Jefferson 
City has no more claim on the tax­ 
p ayers than has Sedalia or any other 
city in the state. 
Besides, I don’t 
sup p ose it would hurt her if it 
should be moved, as we would still 
own the old building s, which could 
be used for a blind or deaf and 
dumb asylum which could p erma­ 
nently locate five or six hundred 
p eop le. 
As it is, they have leg is­ 
lation about three months every two 
year s. 
Sedalia wants 
the capital, 
and is willing to pay for it to get it, 
and is a much pr ettier place, mor e 
accessible 
fr om ever v nart of the 
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Wher eas, Jeffer son 
C ity 
has but 
ver y poor tr anspor tation facilities. 
If a man will look at their campaign 
liter atur e he would think that the 
br idge acr oss 
the 
Missour i r iver 
would far sur pass the Eads br idge 
at St. Louis,when, in fact, it’s noth­ 
ing but a foot and wagon br idge 
and costs you 50 cents to r ide over 
it in a bus. 
Ther e was a com m is­ 
sion appointed at the last legislatur e 
to sell the blind asylum in St. Lonis 
and it was thought they could get 
$200,000 for it. 
If so the old cap- 
itol building would answer for that 
pur pose equally as well as a new 
one. Anyhow,in a cpur se of 5 year s 
we will have to build another in­ 
sane asylum and the state could 
save the ¿200,000 by using the Cap­ 
itol building for that pur pose. 
The 
new 
capitol building 
would cost 
fr om half to a million; say, ¿800,- 
000, and the $200,000 we could get 
for the blind asylum would be a 
saving to the taxpayer s ot a million 
dollar s, taking a r easonable business 
view of it. 
I have hear d a gr eat many men 
say that the bond is not sufficient to 
build the capitol; that it would not 
be enough to build i. 
Now, that 
five hundr ed thousand-dollar bond 
which has been appr oved 
by the 
commission, consisting of the gov­ 
er nor , secr etar y of state, state aud­ 
itor , state 
tr easur er and 
attor ney 
gener al, is just simply an indemni­ 
fying bond to secur e to the taxpay­ 
er s the compliance of the pr ovisions 
of the bill. 
It 
hasn't 
been mor e 
than for ty or fifty year s since Illi­ 
nois moved her capital and it pr oved 
to 
be the best 
adver tisement the 
state 
ever had, and it is no bet­ 
ter location than we would have 
at Sedalia, a city with a br ight 
futur e; while Jeffer son C ity is lo­ 
cated on a 
little backbone of a 
r idge with the Missour i r iver on 
one side and Goose cr eek on the 
other , and only two str eets r unning 
up fr om the r iver that a man can 
haul u load up, and only thr ee in 
all; and it never could be a cr edit­ 
able city for the capital of a gr eat 
state like Missour i. 
I don't blame 
the people of Jeffer son City for want­ 
ing to keep the capital nor do. I 
blame Sedalia for wanting it, but 
when we have a plain pr oposition 
to build a new capitol,with supr eme 
cour t and ar mor y hall and gover nor ’s 
mansion, all fr ee of cost to the tax­ 
payer s and in a much mor e sightly 
and better location, I cannot see 
why it would not be business sense 
to vote for it.

Bill, whose Wild V/est 
show exhibited in Sedalia Fr iday, 
was bar n fifty-nine year s 
ago in 
Scott county, la. 
He was r ear ed 
in Atchison county, 
Kas., and the 
old Cody homestead ther e is now 
owned by Wm. Lacoille, a neigh­ 
bor ing far mer . 
The 
or iginal log 
cabin, built in the ear ly days, was 
bur ned a few year s ago. 
The fam­ 
ily lived at Weston, Mo., befor e go­ 
ing into 
Kansas. 
This 
is what 
caused Cody to become a scout: 
His father , Isaac Cody, was a fear ­ 
less, fr ee state man, and made a 
speech in a pr o slaver y cr owd at 
Kickapoo. 
A bor der r uffian then 
stabbed him with a knife, inflicting 
a fatal wound. 
Billy, then a mer e 
boy, took up his father 's cause and 
star ted after the assassin. 
A vigi­ 
lance committee, however ,got ther e 
ahead of him and str ung the mur ­ 
der er up. 
Cody then dr ifted west, 
landing at Ellswor th. 
He soon got a contr act to fur nish 
buffalo 
meat to the 
hotelkeeper s 
ther e. 
He did not kill many of the 
animals himself, but 
managed to 
fur nish all the 
dead 
buffaloes r e­ 
quir ed. 
The job was such an odd 
one that 
a newspaper cor r espond­ 
ent ther e chr istened 
him “ 
Buffalo 
Bill." 
He did not like the title a 
bit and wanted 
to whip the news­ 
paper 
man. 
When 
a 
couple 
of 
town loafer s applied it to him after ­ 
war ds, Cody winced under what he 
consider ed a der isive 
epithet, and 
didn't feel satisfied until he whipped 
the loafer s. 
He finally got used to 
the sobr iquet, and it has since ma­ 
ter ially 
enabled 
him to 
amass a 
for tune. 
Ther e is another stor y to the ef­ 
fect that he obtained the title while 
Goddar d Br os, 
had 
the contr act 
for fur nishing meat to the men who 
wer e then building the Kansas Pa­ 
cific r ailway acr oss the plains. Sup­ 
plies could not be secur ed fr om the 
east fast enough, 
and 
so a lar ge 
number of buffaloes 
wer e killed. 
The wor k was har d and danger ous, 
and 
Cody 
was 
hir ed 
at 1400 a 
month. 
When 
he 
succeeded 
in 
br inging in 
the 4,000th buffalo the 
r ailr oad labor er s of 
Salina gave a 
gr eat 
cheer 
and 
chr istened 
him 
“ 
Buffalo Bill." 
He after war ds had 
a buffalo shooting contest with his 
r ivai, Billy Comstock, killing sixty- 
nine to Comstock's for ty-six. 
Cody,however , made his fir st r eal 
killing when he was only 20 year s 
old, his victim being an Indian. 
Cody was then with a fr eight tr ain 
conveying cattle to Alber t Sidney 
Johnson's ar my in Utah. 
This was 
dur ing 
the 
Mor mon 
excitement 
shor tly befor e the civil war . 
Cody went to St. Louis ear ly in 
1865. 
A few months later he met 
and fell in love with Miss Louisa 
Fr eder ici ther e, and not long after ­ 
war d they wer e mar r ied. 
He swor e 
off then on his nomadic life and be­ 
gan keeping a hotel and pr osper ed. 
His old r oving instincts soon r e 
tur ned, however , and he went on 
the fr ontier again. 
His car eer as 
chief of scouts with Sher idan, Custer 
and other s is familiar histor y. 
On Januar y 11, 1872, the Gr and 
Duke Alexis of 
Russia 
with 
his 
r oyal r etinue ar r ived at Kansas City 
in a special tr ain over the Wabash. 
As a compliment to the duke a fast 
r un W2t5 
ar r anged 
and a special 
tr ain car d was pr epar ed, which was 
decor ated with the r oyal Russian 
seal 
and 
was 
highly 
elabor ate. 
Henr y Gar land, 
of 
the Wabash, 
has 
one 
of 
the 
souvenir 
car ds 
fr amed and hung up in his office. 
“ 
Buffalo Bill” met the r oyal visitor s 
tber e and went out west with them, 
wher e 
he 
taught 
Alexis 
how 
to 
shoot buffalo. 
The gr and duke was 
highly elated when he br ought down 
his fir st shaggy animal. 
This is how Cody came to go on 
the stage: 
He was in New Yor k in 
the fall of 1872. 
One evening he

The bill boar d was labeled, “ 
J. B. 
Studley in His Gr eat Imper sona­ 
tion of Buffalo Bill, the Scout of

What disgusted him was

Her natur al r esour ces ar e some 
thing wonder ful.

Ever y dollar expended in building 
the new buildings at Sedalia will go 
into the hands of honest labor er s of 
the stale— not the pauper convict 
labor .

The Standard Oil Company Poll­ 
ing Its Employes. 


THEY MUST ALL SPEAK OUT 


The Company Claims the Bight to 
Know How Each Employe 
Will Vote.

A Findlay, Ohio, dispatch to the 
Cincinnati Enquirer gives the fol­ 
lowing to show the extent to which 
the great trusts are becoming con­ 
verted into political machines: 
“ J. C, Donnelly, superintendent of 
the Ohio Oil Co. for the northern 
district, was interviewed today re­ 
garding the vote taken Friday and 
Saturday by the different divisions 
<3^ th e Standard Oil Co. for the pur­ 
pose of getting at the politics of 
each employe. 
He is the only high 
official in the city today. 
He ac­ 
knowledged 
the 
vote 
was 
taken 
throughout the Ohio and Indiana 
fields through orders received from 
headquarters in the east. 
“ What is the ’object of this vote?” 
was asked. 
“ That is none of your bussiness. ” 
“ Will you let me see one of the 
ballots?” was another interrogatory, 
as several envelopes full of ballots 
were seen on the superintendent’s 
desk. 
“ No, sir; you cannot. ” 
“ Can I see one of the slips that 
has not been filled?” 
“ N o . ” 
“ Can I have the result of the 
vote after the ballots have all been 
counted?” 
“ No; that will not be given out. ” 
“ What proportion 
of the vote 
will be for gold or silver?” 
“ 1 cannot say. ” 
“ Will the public believe that the 
vote is being taken to coerce the 
Standard’s employes?” 
“ The public is liable to form a 
wrong idea. 
We are not coercing 
our men, but we think every person 
has a right to know how his em­ 
ployes are going to vote, and we 
take this was of finding out. ” 
Mr. Donnelly further said that no 
information whatever would be given 
to the newspapers. 
It is learned 
the ballots were distributed by the 
superintendents to the field foremen 
and by the latter to the bosses of 
each gang. 
The 
men 
were 
required 
tb 
mark on the 
slips 
whether 
they 
would vote for gold or for silver, 
and to sign their mames to 
the 
pledge, and the tickets were imme­ 
diately collected, scaled up in an 
envelope and 
transmitted 
to the 
field foreman, and by him to the 
superintendent. 
Not a single ticket 
was allowed to be kept by the men, 
and every tickdt is now in the hands 
o f the superintendent, who allows 
no one to see a single one. 
“ Many of the men who voted the 
tickets are afraid of losing their 
jobs, and are greatly excited over 
what they believe to be a clear case 
of coercion. 
They cannot under­ 
stand 
why they should 
be com­ 
pelled to sign their names if nothing 
was meant by it. 
No estimate can 
be made of the number who voted 
for gold or silver. ”

Some time prev ious to the failure 
of the bank the stockholders hac 
v oted an increase ot capital stock 
from $100,000 to $250,000. 
The 
officers of the 
bank took a large 
part of the stock, but failed to pay 
m the money and certified to the 
comptroller of the currency that all 
the increase was paid up. 
The de­ 
fendants in their answer set out the 
charges of frand ot the officers o 
the bank as a defense. 
The plain­ 
tiff demurred to the answer, which 
was sustained. 
J udge Adams held that the cer­ 
tificate of the comptroller of the 
currency at Washington was con 
elusiv e ev idence that the statute had 
been complied with, and therefore 
the stockholders were liable, ev en 
though the officers did act fraudu­ 
lently . 
Each stockholder must pay 
an amount equal to 75 per cent of 
his stock, amounting in all to $52,- 
000. 
J n the case of Latimer, receiv er, 
v s. the Equity Loan and Inv estment 
Company of Sedalia, the demurrer 
to the bill was sustained.

Had Planned to Hold Up a Katy Train 
Near Muskogee, I. T. 


There was a well laid plot by the 
Neal gang to hold up the south 
bound train on the Katy Thursday 
night between Muskogee and Che- 
cotah, a small town fifteen

Special Detectiv e Atkins, of the 
Katy , was in Muskogee Thursday 
night and gav e the officers the word 
and a plan was arranged to head off 
the robbers.

Capital Removal Can’t Cost the 
State a Cent. 


AN IMPARTIAL STATEMENT 


lie Holds That Under 
No Circnm- 
stanees Can the State Suffer 
Any Loss.

Readers

rem em ber recent com m ents of this 
paper 
upon an alleged interview 
with 
G overnor 
Stone concerning 
the capital rem oval bond published 
in the Jefferson C ity Tribune. 
T h e Tribune attempted to co n ­ 
strue the governor’s statement into 
some sort of a reflection upon the 
security in his hands, 
and in its 
headlines referred to the bond as 
“ worthless,” 
the evident purpose 
being to create the impression that 
capital rem oval m ight result in loss 
to the state. 


In order to learn just what the 
governor did say, H on. Charles E. 
'y Y e a te r, 
representing Sedalia, 
and 
‘ M r. 
John 
Sullivan, 
representing 
Jefferson C ity, 
called upon G ov. 
_ S tone at the Planters’ House, in St. 
"’T-'Ouis, yesterday morning, and re­ 
quested him to give his views as to 
the bond 
an^ whether or not the 
state could possibly 
suffer loss by 
the adoption of the amendment. 
T here were present at the inter­ 
view, H on. N icholas M. Bell,ei^cise 
com m issioner of St. Louis; Judge 
Russell, 
of the circuit court; Dr. 
O tto E. 
Forster, 
member of the 
d em ocratic state com m ittee; C ol. 
H arry Guintzburg and others. 
G o v. Stone^ after listening to the 
requests of the representatives of 
the two towns, dictated the follow ­ 
ing 
expression of his 
views to a 
stenographer: 


GOV. st o n e ’ s st a t e m e n t . 
“ I am requested by gentlem en re­ 
siding in both Jefferson C ity and 
Sedalia ;o make a statement as to 
what 1 said at the time I approved 
the bond filed with me by the citi­ 
zens of Sedalia as to the interest 
the state had in the bond. 
The 
substance of my statement was as 
follow s: 
“ T h at as I interpreted the pro­ 
posed constitutional amendment and 
• the statute under which the bond was 
executed the capital or seat of g o v­ 
ernm ent would remain undisturbed 
at Jefferson C ity even though the 
proposed 
amendment 
should 
be 
adopted 
b y 
a 
majority 
vote 
of 
the 
people; 
that 
there 
would 
be 
no 
change 
in 
that respect until, the requirements 
o f 
the 
constitutional 
amendment 
had been wholly com plied w ith.T hat 
is to say, until the land had been 
bQught and paid for and a clear title 
made to the state, and until the capi 
tol buildings had been erected there 
on in accordance with the plans and 
specifications adopted by the board 
com posed of state officers, all w ith­ 
out expense to the state, and that 
board accepted the same and issued 
their public proclam ation to that 
effect; that when that was done the 
seat of governm ent would be trans­ 
ferred 
by 
operation of law from 
Jefferson 
C ity 
to Sedalia. 
Now, 
the 
securities 
filed 
with 
the 
governor 
could 
not 
indemnify 
the 
state 
against 
any 
losses 
it 
might 
suffer 
by 
reason 
o f the adoption of the constitution­ 
al amendment and the failure of S e­ 
dalia to com ply with its terms. 
My 
view was and is that the state would 
suffer DO loss if the requirements of 
the proposed amendment were fully 
com plied with, and until they were 
fully com plied with there would be 
no change in the seat of govern­ 
ment. 
It seems to me, 
therefore, 
that the only interest* or dam age to 
be guarded against was the expense 
to which the state might be subject 
ed by reason of the removal of the 
capital or the attempt to rem ove it. 
T h at expense I estimated not to ex­ 
ceed 15,000. 
The security put up 
by 
the 
people of

dom.

have made many of

ard in France, and we all know the 
prizes they have 
landed in 
E n g­ 
land. 
In the old world there is a 
large surplus of marriageable girls, 
because husbands who have social 
position and income are very scarce. 
So , when an American becomes the 
wife of

man of rank and estate 
and social prominence, it is resent­ 
ed by the mothers 
and the girls 
who thought him a possible catch. 
“ The American girl usually has 
money to add to her attractions. It 
is only in rare cases that the E n g­ 
lish or continental girl has.
